PROCD1IMED IH SPAIN 


Madrid, July 29.—King Alfonso late 


Wednesday issued a decree proclaim- 
ing inartul law and the suspension 
of : the 
constitutional ^ gu'-'vu' 


throughout Spain. 


The1 kings pro'claimation of martial 


law throughout the country followed 
his hurried arrival from San Sabas- 
tian that morning from which point 
he had been summoned by Premier 
Maura. The official dispatches of tho 
night had been etaoihrdleetaoissihaa 
night had continued to show an alarm" 
ng condition of affairs at Barcelona 
and neighboring towns through-Cata- 
onia.

The Gov. John Wentworth mansion 


on Pleasant street in this city is 
now closed 
for 
the first time .in 


ninety-nine years, the last occupant 
having heen Charles 
'Carroll Kail, 


who died recently. 
Charles WenU 


worth, son. of the late Mark Went- 
worth, by the death of Mr. Hall, be- 
comes possessed of this property dur- 
ing his lifetime, but it is understood 
that he'will not reopen the house. 


This house was. built in 1769 for 


Gov. 
John Wentworth. 
At the be- 


ginning of the "Revolution he" was 'the 
royal; governor, and participated in 
the defense of tho crown, while his 
father and uncle joined the patriotic 
cause. 
. 


In 1775 a captain in the English 


army took refuge in this residence. A 
mob gathered before the hous'e and 
demanded that ho. be given up. This 
was done, and the governor, consider- 
ing Iiimself insultd by this, left the 
house by the back 
way, passing 


through the garden 
to 
the 
South 


pond, where he took a boat and went 
to Fort William and Mary,- where he 
sought protection. 
The mob brolte 


into the house and ransacked it. 
In 


one of the front rooms there is a 
broken marble chimney piece that 
was broken at the time, and is .still 
kept there as evidence of the attack. 
Governor Wenlworth went to England 
shortly after that and was appointed 
governor of Nova Scotia, where he 
died in 1820. 


The family portraits of the Went- 


worths, by Copley and his master. 
Blackburn, were preserved 
in 
Uie 


house until recently. 
'.Ml of the val- 


uable pictures in the house and the 
rare ajid magnificent furniture of the 
colonial days, passed to Miss Susan 
Wentworth at the death of Mr. Hall, 
and she has distributed these rare 
gifls among relatives and friends. 


The garden presents a magnificent 


appearance, the 
grass 
plots 
aud 


walks being neatly kept, while the 
majestic trees present 
the appear- 


ance of ancient grandeur. The gar- 
den wall extends to the South pond, 
which was once navigable by fair- 
sized boats, hut now at extreme hlgn 
tide the passage of the smallest craft 


; fiarely possible. 
The residents of the South 
End, 


deeply regret the passing of this es- 
tate, which has so long been a land- 
mark and an attraction for at< large 
number of tourists and writers.
